In his recent message to the 
legislature the governor rccommend- 
cd that m ortgages be taxed. 
A great 
many m embers of 
the 
leg stature,- 
both in the assembly and the senate, 
are in favor of the exemption from 
taxation of this form of credits, being 
in sympathy with the idea of two of 
the state tax 
commissioners—Judge 
N. S. Gilson and George W. Curtis. 
Both of these men have written leng­ 
thy argum ents to sustain their con­ 
tentions. 
Commissioners 
Nils 
P. 
Haugen, however, favors the stand 
taken by the governor, and he too 
has prepared a pamphlet sustaining 
his contention. 
It is a question whether a bill on 
the taxation of m ortgages can pass 
the senate, which is composed largely 
of lawyers and men of professional 
ability. 
The farm er m em bers as a 
whole favor m ortgage taxation, but it 
is believed they are unaware of the 
intricacies involved in such a plan. 
Of course the theory for the exem p­ 
tion lies in the fact that it is claimed 
a taxation of both the m ortgage and I 
that portion of the value of 
land 
which is represented in the m ortgage 
as 
security, 
presents 
-practically 
double taxation. 
This is because the 
land itself is subject to assessment. 
The attem pt will be made to get a 
bill through to do away 
with 
this 
double taxation by removing the tax 
lists all land covered by m ortgage, in j 
an amount equal to the m ortgage for 
which the land is security. 
During the past two years, under 
the direction 
of 
Professor 
T. S. 
Adams of the university, the state 
tax commission has been making a 
thorough investigation of the m o rt­ 
gages in each county in the 
state. 
Such data has been secured from the 
offices of registers of deeds in every 
county, probably the most accurate 
information available. 
Coupled with 
this work the commission has had a 
few expert men assessing property in 
different counties of the state, so that 
a comparison can be made with the 
report of the local assessor in each 
locality. 
Not only that, but under a 
recent law the commission demands 
the register of deeds of each coun­ 
ty to make an annual report of real 
estate transfers, with additional in­ 
formation as to whether the property 
is secured by mortgage. 
Many of 
the legislators believe that from this 
date enough information is already 
furnished to prevent overlapping or 
double taxation if the m ortgage tax 
law is passed. 
To Fight Tuberculosis 
The increased deaths from tubercu­ 
losis has resulted in the drafting of a 


measure for the careful inspection 
of sweatshops and tenement houses. 
It is possible, as suggested by the 
bill, to lessen the evil by giving police 
power to factory inspectors to carry 
on a tubercular inspection wherever 
the death rate is high. 
The data upon 
which the bill is based is the result 
of an investigation carried upon by 
the bureau of labor in the tenement 
districts of Milwaukee. 
A pamphlet 
containing a detailed description of 
the horrible conditions extant there, 
illustrated with pictures of scenes re­ 
volting in the extreme, has been giv­ 
en ti> the legislators that they might 
gain some idea of the scope of the 
problem. 
It is also proposed to inspect cattle 
for tuberculosis at state expense and 
to compel cheese factories and cream ­ 
eries to heat th.c by-products, whey 
and skimmed milk, to a degree suffi­ 
cient to destroy all disease germs be- 
f ire distribution. 
It is believed by 
Dr. II. L. Russell of the university 
that the spread of tuberculosis among 
cattle and hogs can be traced direct­ 
ly to the distribution of contaminated 
milk.

Although Judge Gale, in 
his work published in 1867, speaks of 
them as numerous in the vicinity of 
Galesville and Trempealeau, one quite 
large group having been located only 
a couple of miles cast of the latter 
place, it is only recently that I have 
found an undoubted example—a bird. 
Two or three others in the same lo­ 
cality are probably effigies, though 
the similarity is not quite clear. 
The 


land on which they stand has recently 
been cleared. 
I fear the plow will 
soon destroy them as it has the oth­ 
ers. 


“So this class of mounds seems to 
be best explained as a special and lo­ 
cal development of totemism, each of 
them representing a totem of a fam­ 
ily or clan. 
They harmonize better 
with the ideas of the known Indian 
tribes than do the temple mounds and 
on that account might be regarded as 
of less antiquity. 


“A peculiar form of earthquakes of 
which I have noticed two examples, 
both now destroyed, or nearly so, is 
the straight embankments 
between 
two and three feet high and two or 
three hundred feet or more in length. 
One was perforated 
by a 
gateway 
about a third of the distance from 
one end. 
The most reasonable con­ 
jecture seems to be that they were 
used in some sort of public game or 
civil ceremony. 


“Sepulchral 
mounds 
comprise a 
very numerous class embracing more 
mounds than all other classes com­ 
bined. 
They range in size from those 
a foot or two high and five to six feet 
in diameter to those twelve or four­ 
teen feet in greatest diameter. 
The 
smaller mounds 
are 
approximately 
circular in form while the larger arc 
more or less cliptical. 
“Of the smaller mounds, tumuli, I 
have opened several, and in all found 
substantially the same conditions— 
the earth covered a heap of ashes and

This was the 
case in the St. Francis hotel and other 
buildings.
